School Notes 

The following arc selections from an old 
diary discovered among the papers of the 
late Sally Jones. They are included in this 
text book, not so much for their literary 
merit, as for the descriptions given of life 
in a typical 20th Century school. The 
author, Sally Jones, appears to have been 
enrolled as a student of Gould Academy, in 
Bethel, Maine. 

“Sept. 17. School began its 104th year 
of existence today, with the largest enroll' 
ment in its history. There are students 
from nine states and one foreign country. 

Since our former principal, Philip S. 
Sayles, resigned last spring, we have a new 
director, El wood F. Ireland. Mr. Ireland is 
a graduate of Bates College and has re' 
ceived his master's degree from that institU' 
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tion. Before coming to Gould he was 
Principal of Newport High School in 
Vermont. 

In addition to a new principal, there 
are five new faculty members. Miss Eliza' 
beth Mutch, who is the Latin and Ancient 
History teacher, comes to Gould with 
twelve years' teaching experience in the 
schools of Vermont. Many of her pupils 
have majored in Latin in college, and have 
later become instructors of Latin, which 
speaks highly for Miss Mutch. 

Mr. Edmund Vachon, the French in' 
structor and director of extra'curricula 
activities, was formerly Principal of Cabot 
High School, Vermont. The girls had high 
hopes when they first saw him, but were 
disappointed on hearing that he was already 
married. 

Mr. Howard Chivers, English instructor 
and director of winter sports, is a graduate 
of Dartmouth, where he was captain of the 
winter sports team. He was a member of 
the U. S. Olympic Team to Chile in 1937, 
and would have gone to Norway this year, 
except for the War. 

Miss Harriet Durkec, the History instruc' 
tor and director of Debaring has taught 
previously at Norwich Free Academy and 
at Berwick Academy. The boys took one 
iook at Miss Durkee today, and then 
mobbed the office to sign up for American 
History. 

Miss Ann Griggs has charge of a new 
department at Gould, that of Music Appre' 
ciation and its related subjects. Miss 
Griggs has taught music for 15 years, and 
has been outstanding in her ability to train 
glee clubs, orchestras, and choral groups. 

Or.T. 12. Parents' Day was celebrated 
today, with a football game in the after' 
noon between Gould and Norway High. 
After the game, there was a tea for the 
parents in the girls' dormitory, followed by 
a dance at the gymnasium. 

Oct. 17. A demonstration movie film 
was shown today entitled, “The Middleton 
Family at New York Fair". There will be 
demonstrations of two more machines, and 


then the one which gives the most satisfac' 
tion will be purchased for the school. 

Oct. 18. This evening, a debate was 
held in the gymnasium between Bates Cob 
lege and Vermont, with Mr. Ireland acting 
as Chairman. The question for debate 
was, “Resolved: That the power of the 
Federal government should be increased." 
No decision was made, but the question 
was later thrown open to the audience for 
discussion. This was the first time an affair 
of this nature has been held at Gould, but 
it was greatly enjoyed by the student body, 
and it is hoped that many more may be held 
in the future. 

Nov. 1. Tonight was the big event for 
the “Freshies", for they were guests of 
honor at the annual freshman reception. 
The gymnasium was appropriately decor' 
ated with evergreens, corn stalks, and 
pumpkins. Music for dancing was fur' 
nished by Lords' Orchestra. 

Nov. 4. We got into the election fer' 
vor this morning when we were advised to 
vote for Wendell Wilkie and Franklin 
Roosevelt, by James MacKenzie and Romeo 
Baker, respectively. It seems a pity that 
we cannot vote tomorrow, now that we are 
so well informed on the issues at stake. 

Nov. 7. The installation of the mem' 
bers of the Student Council was held today 
with an impressive ceremony. The officers 
are President, Erik Brown, Vice President, 
Hartwell Blanchard, Secretary and Treas' 
urer, Lucia Packard. The Student Council 
is a newly formed organization at Gould 
and we hope that some fine work may be 
done in it this year. 

Nov. 1 1 . Songs appropriate to Armis' 
tice Day were sung in assembly this morn' 
ing. At 1 1 :00 o'clock, all activity ceased, 
while Francis Gilman played Taps on his 
trumpet. We could almost feel the spirit 
of the Unknown Soldier saying, “If ye 
break faith with us who die, we shall not 
sleep — ," and we stopped to consider pres' 
ent world conditions, and how we, as young 
men and women, might help to keep that 
faith with the unknown soldier. 
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Nov. 27. Hurray! School closed for 
Thanksgiving vacation today. Turkey, here 
I come! 

Dec. 9. School was shut down today 
because of the measles which are sweeping 
over Bethel and the outlying districts. 
Hope I don’t get it! 

Dec. 31. School began today after our 
prolonged absence, and as someone puts it, 
“That was what I call a measley vacation!'' 

Feb. 3. We were given a “pep” talk 
today in Morning Chapel on “School 
Spirit”, by Robert Golderman. It seems 
that we are a school without student inter' 
est. Well, perhaps we have fallen into a 
lethargy of some kind; anyway, “let's snap 
out of it and show our stuff.” 

Feb. 6. About 175 new books were 
taken to the boys' dormitory today for the 
use of both girls and boys. Among the 
books is a new set of Encyclopedia Brit' 



tanica, as well as much of the latest fiction 
and non fiction.” 

The accounts of the remaining events 
of the year have not been located as yet but 
the above dates give an accurate insight 
into the school year of 1940' 1941, as seen 
by Miss Sally Jones.

Home Economics 

The Home Economics Course consists 
mainly of the study of Foods, Clothing, and 
Housekeeping. The classes meet a short 
distance from the main building in the 
“cottage", and are under the direction of 
Miss Margaret Stevens. 

Upstairs, pupils are taught sewing in a 
group. The beginning classes start with 
the study of the machine, and use of sew' 
ing equipment. The first projects are 
simple, such as making aprons and holders. 
These are later followed by more difficult 
articles, such as evening gowns and coats. 
Also in the class pupils are taught the 


fundamentals of textiles, art principles, 
grooming, fads, styles, child care, and home 
furnishings. 

Cooking is taught in the kitchen down' 
stairs. There the students are divided into 
two's and four's according to the number 
in the class. Each girl, regardless of her 
class, has a turn at duties connected 
with housekeeping. The beginning “foods" 
classes learn to work in the kitchen and 
to prepare and serve breakfasts. This 
leads to a study of luncheon and dinner 
dishes, which are served in luncheons to 
the faculty. Each girl either serves as a 
hostess or assistant hostess, with a cook and 
two waitresses as helpers. The hostess 
plans the menu, place cards, decorating, 
and greets the guests. The assistant host' 
ess helps with the cooking, and entertaining 
of visitors. The waitresses seat and serve 
the guests. Besides actually learning to 
cook, the pupils learn the art of buying 
and the care of foods, manners, food values, 
and diets. Interesting movies have been 
shown this year taking up in detail meats, 
fruits, and cotton, which have been a great 
help to the Home Economic Students. 

One day each year, is set aside as 
“Parent's Day", when the cottage as well 
as the Academy is visited. The Home 
Economics course may be used in the years 
to come in whatever profession you may 
choose to follow.

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The second meet took place on the Gould 
track and found the locals minus their star 
miler, Rupert Grover, high jumper, Earl 
Palmer and outstanding hurdler, Elmer 
Runyon.

1940 BASEBALL 

The baseball candidates reported in the 
gymnasium soon after Easter vacation 
anxious to get into condition and out on 
our new field. However, we had another 
late spring and the fact that the diamond 
had yet to be cut out, made it necessary to 
use “Brown's Stadium" on the South Paris 
road for our early practices. This could be 
done only with the aid of the swimming 
team to fish the foul balls out of the brook. 
Gavel had most success along this line by 
putting four consecutive new balls into the 
deepest part. 

The team shaped up fairly well in these 
two or three early outdoor practices and 
seemed to have benefitted greatly by the 
work done indoors. The Red Sox complex 
(lack of strength in the pitching and catch' 
ing departments) was somewhat modified 
by having Jenks, Tucker, and Roberts 
pitching and Billings catching, after he re' 
covered from a split finger suffered in the 
first outdoor work. 

The infield of Swan, Clough, Wentzell, 
and Gavel worked well together and 
although the ground at Paris opening day 
bothered them, they played excellent ball 
throughout the season. Swan at short was 
particularly smooth and made some clever 
stops and plays. 
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The outfield did well with Capt. Tucker 
in center field to direct the play. When' 
ever it was necessary to call him to the 
mound though, it was a severe blow to the 
defensive strength of the outfield. 

The battery candidates gained in experb 
ence from the first day of practice. Billings 
improved his throwing and general play and 
the opposition took few liberties with his 
arm. Jenks pitched well at times although 
he usually tired and needed relief before the 
full game was completed. He received the 
pitching assignment opening day at Paris 
and acquitted himself admirably in the 
early innings. He tired later as Paris just 
scored enough runs to squeek out a 9' 8 
victory. Roberts had a fast ball and used it 


effectively against Mechanic Falls. Against 
Gorham though he made them too good, 
and Johnson and Kidder clouted homers off 
him in the second inning to give Gorham 
five runs. Tucker ambled in from center 
field here and pitched beautiful four^hit 
ball for the balance of the game. This lead 
was a little too much for the locals and they 
lost 8'7. Tucker relieved in many other 
games and with real success. Against 
South Paris in the last four innings he 
accounted for all twelve men personally, 
striking out ten and causing two to ground 
to him. Thus he wound up what might 
well have been the most remarkable baseball 
career of any Gould man in the history of 
the school, batting for .400 or over every

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season and ending up one season with an 
unbelievable average of .513. Hence he 
was a tower of strength on the offense as 
well as the defense.

The season thus progressed with the team 
dropping four games, each by a single run, 
with only Fryeburg and the Alumni left.

Fryeburg, on the other hand, had won the 
league title the two previous years and 
with Howard (of one'hit pitching fame) 
still serving them up, were sure bets to re' 
peat. This they did by giving Gould their 
only real licking of the year, 12 '2. It was 
one of those days when everything seemed 
to go wrong. 


The following day the team was strength' 
ened by such postgraduates as “Phil” 
Smith, G. Smith, and Brooks for their final 
game with the Alumni. This proved a 
most interesting game with Brooks blinding 
the old grads with his blazing fast balls. 
The Alumni finally tied the score in the 
eighth and then broke loose in the ninth 
to score four times and sew up the game. 

Substitutes who aided during the year 
were Adams, Baker, Coolidge, Cummings, 
and Angel who played a couple of games 
at first after Gavel had left school.

The highlight of the season was the three 
day trip to Vermont where Gould met the 
Vermont Academy and Dartmouth Fresh' 
men Ski Teams at Saxtons River, and wit' 
nessed the jumping at Brattleboro.

But we did, however, show some signs of 
ability with Cummings placing second in 
the jumping. Bull fourth in the cross' 
country, and Ireland first in slalom and 
second in the downhill. We received some 
satisfaction in placing second, ahead of the 
Dartmouth Freshmen. 

The Annual Winter Carnival Ski Meet, 
run this year by the newly formed Gould 
Academy Outing Club, was canceled be' 
cause of rain. But no tears were shed for 
everyone had such a good time at the corO' 
nation of the Carnival Queen, Rachel Field, 
and at the Carnival Ball. 

The Ski Team had charge of running the 
interclass competition. This meet turned 
out to be quite exciting with no class having 
a commanding lead at any time. The 
juniors started out with five points which 
they earned by selling the most Carnival 
tickets. But after the first day's competi' 
tion in which the seniors picked up two 
points, the score stood juniors 36, seniors 
33, freshmen 23, and sophomores 16. This 
was not much of a lead and everyone ex' 
pected the seniors to pull ahead in the 
second day's events as they were thought 
to be especially strong in the downhill, relay 
and jumping. But the senior boys lost 
their flag in the relay, causing them to place 


fourth whereas they otherwise could have 
won easily. This put the juniors in a more 
confident mood, so that they were able to 
hold their own in the other events. The 
final score was juniors 62, seniors 54, fresh' 
men 40, and sophomores 24.

POINT SYSTEM 

In each sport a number of points is given 
for taking this activity and completing its 
requirements. An additional number is 
given for a girl's having played on a class 
team. Usually, three to five points are 
given for taking the sport and five to seven 
for playing on the team. Ten points are 
given for playing on Varsity Basketball. 
These points arc accumulated and when the 
girls has thirty points she is awarded 
numerals; when she has twenty more, a 
"G". Upon her graduation, providing she 
has seventy'five points, she is presented with 
a medal. The Faculty and the Athletic 
Council vote as to whether she should get 
the award. In addition, she must have a 
rank of at least 75 % in all her subjects. 
A medal is the highest award for sports 
that a girl can receive during her four years. 

GYM CLASSES 

In early spring a gym exhibition is 
usually given. This year twelve girls were 
chosen from each class and the groups 
worked together to produce an entertaining 
exhibition. 

Lillian Leighton 
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New Field House 

Last summer a new field house was 
started to take care of the recreation of all 
the students during the long months of 
fall, winter, and spring. It is not being 
built to get better athletes, but for the 
physical development of the students. 

The students will not only receive physi- 
cal attention but also very good medical 
care, which will be second to none in New 
England. The doctor's quarters will take 
up a separate part of the building. It will 
include a laboratory, doctor's office, waiting 
room and examination room. 

There are many other conveniences in 
the field house. There is a boiler room, 
shower baths, and locker rooms for both 


our boys and visiting teams. There are 
also special rooms for coaches and officials, 
hand ball, squash, badminton, volleyball, 
and plenty of space for the storage of 
equipment. The main part of the building 
is a hundred and fifty foot square enclosed 
field. The playing field will be large 
enough for an infield with some space left 
for an outfield. During the winter a floor 
will be placed in the large square for use 
in basketball. There will also be a track 
around the inside of the enclosure. 

No school in the country will be better 
equipped to meet the physical needs of its 
pupils than Gould Academy upon the com- 
pletion of this new field house.
